FARMERS' CLUB MEETS, 


Interesting Paper Read by J. B. Neff 


on Conservation of Irrigation 


and Rain Water. 


The monthly meeting of the Covirm 


Farmers' Club was held on Saturday 
at the home of Mr. and Mrs. J. R. 
Elliott of Cienega avenue, the parlora 
being well filled by the orange grow- 
ers and their wives and daughters. 


The feature of the afternoon's pro- 


gram was a carefully prepared paper 
by Mr. J. B. Neff of Anaheim, director 
of the University Farmers' Institutes, 
on the "Conservation of Irrigation 
Water." 


PAPER BY NEFF. 


It is not generally known how 


large an amount of water Is required 
for the production of even fair crops. 
But from the numerous observations, 
made both in Europe and the eastern 
United States, it has been found that 
from 300 tons to as much as 750 tons 
of water is needed for the production 
of one ton of dry matter. Enough wa- 
ter to cover one acre one inch deep 
will weigh about 113 tons, so that if 
one'ton of hay is to be grown on an 
acre there must be from 3 to 5 inches 
of water applied at the proper time, 
In excess of that lost by evaporation. 
The amount used is largely in excess 
of this as the rains do not come at 
the most opportune time nor in quan- 
tities that will do the most good. The 
greater part of the water that falls 
as rain goes into the soil. The amount 
that runs off without entering the soil 
varies with the compactness and in- 
clination of the surface and with the 
character of the rainfall. The free 
water which forms the visible liquid 
layers on the soil grains or occurs 
between them is pulled down by grav- 
ity. 
The water which is held by the 


soil particles against the force of 
gravity is called capillary water. 
Ft 


cannot be seen as liquid water, but 
its presence can be recognized by Its 
effect upon the color of the soil. 


In drying weather capillary water 


evaporates from the surface of the 
soil, the soil drawing more water 
from below, but not in sufficient a- 
mount to wholly replace that lost by 
evaporation. 
There Is, therefore, a 


continual decrease In the content of 
capillary water until the next rainfall 
or irrigation. The free or permanent 
water may rise in the soil to replace 
the capillary water lost by evapora- 
tion, and it Is constantly running off 
into the natural drainage channels as 
spring and seepage waters. These 
several motions of water all take place 
when the irrigation or rainfall is suf- 
ficient to give an excess over what 
the soil can hold in what has been 
called the capillary state. 


If the surface soil be open and 


loose, heavy rains completely fill the 
pore spaces of the upper soil, and 
when the surface layer is thin it 
often becomes so soft and fllled with 
water that, Hi it1 loose layer washes 
and forms the deep cuts which Injure 
so many sloping fields. 


It is from the capillary water that 


plants and trees obtain the greater 
part of the water necessary for their 
growth. In order that plants and trees 
may make their best development the 
soil must be in such physical condi- 
tion that the roots can readily pene- 
trate it. It must contain 
sufficient 


capillary water to supply the needs of 
the plants and trees and this water 
must be renewed as it is taken up. 
There should be no large air spaces, 
since these cause the soil to dry out 
readily and prevent the development 
of many of the rootlets. The soil should 
be porous, but not loose; firm, but not 
not hard nor consolidated; close grain- 
ed, but not run together nor sticky. 
The ideal condition Is that of a good 
loamy soil which has been thoroughly 
pulverized when In the best condi- 
tions to moisture and then firmed ?>y 
pressure. The pulverizing breaks the 
soil into granules which the pressure 
brings 
together 
without 
crushing 


them. 
Such soils will take up and 


hold the most water, not as water Is 
held in a dish, but more as It is held 
In a sponge. It is free to move under 
capillary force, yet it does not exclude 
the air. 


Proper tillage has two effects. First, 


the soil is brought Into the desirable 
condition already described, so that 
there will be a deep, mellow, but flrrn 
root bed to absorb and store the rain- 
fall and irrigation water; and second, 
the loss of water from the soil by 
evaporation is prevented as far as 
possible. The air Is also allowed to 
penetrate the soil and this Is one of 
the 
essentials 
to good 
growth of 


plants. 
It somotimbs happens that 


there is too much water in small areas 
of 
low 
land 
in 
the 
winter season, I 


from seepage or other cause, and that j 
these lands do not carry the tree.* 
through tin- season as 
well as the 


dryer landd. In such cases drainage 
should be resorted to. in order to get 
the surface water away so the air 
may gf-i into the soil, the roota of the 
plants go deeply, and he ubk- to with- 
stand the dry weather. 
i 


If the soil reservoir has been well | 


prepared and fllled with capillary wa- 
ter, cultivation should be directed t;> 
reduce the loss of water by evapora- 
tion to the lowest possible point. The 
water that passes through the plants 
themselves is of benefit to the crop, 
that which is evaporated 
from the 


soil Is wholly lost. In spite of all that 
can be done there will be losses from 
the soil in drying weather, but these 
may be materially reduced. It Is well 
established by the exeprience of farm- 
ers as well as by direct experiments 
that a layer of loose, dry, well granu- 
lated soil three or four inches deep 
is effective in preventing 
excessive 


evaporation. If this mulch be main- 
tained 
through the season by proper 


and frequent cultivation it is more 
beneficial than a straw mulch. But to 
be effective the cultivation must be 
done frequently. It is usual to speak 
of a "dust mulch,"but the better mulch 
has a granular structure and is not 
composed of dust. 


Water is the one element In farm- 


ing that may be needed to success- 
fully grow an orchard. Such being the 
case It should all be made to enter 
the soil. In order to have the water 
go into the lower soil quickly a deep 
porous bed should be prepared. This 
does not mean that the soil should 
be loose and open with large 
air 


spaces. It should be a mellow, close- 
grained mass, without any tendency 
to become solid or to stick together. 
In this condition it will take up water 
readily, which will sink down so as to 
equalize itself and leave the surface 
in good condition for cultivation. 


The furrow slice is completely sepa- 


rated from the soil below in the pro-i 
cess 
of 
plowing, and 
when 
green ( 


manure crops are turned under the| 
furrow 
Is 
further 
separated. 
This 


loosened soil should be settled to re- 
establish connection with the lower 
soil. Evaporation is rapid from such 
loosened soil, and it should not be left 
in this open condition where water is 
so valuable. A weighted disc harrow 
with the discs set straight so as to 
cut down into the soil without turn- 
ing it is very effective in closing the 
air spaces and firming the under soil. 
A spike tooth harrow is not effective 
alone and a roller is not good because 
of the smooth surface which Is left 
to 
increase 
the 
evaporation. 
The 


day's plowing should be firmed and 
harrowed before leaving the orchard 
in the'evening, if the weather is at 
'all drying. This is very important, as 
a fresh, moist surface loses water to 
the air rapidly, fyhile the surface 
loosened by the harVow dries out rap- 
idly and protects the soil below. 


The organic matter in soils increas- 


es their w.ater-holdlng power and Im- 
proves their physical condition. This 
is one of the direct advantages of a 
large supply of humus in the soil. In 
addition to the application of barn- 
yard manure it will be profitable to 
grow leguminous crops, such as peas 
and vetches, for green manuring, as 
these draw nitrogen from the air and 
add both hurnus and nitrogen to tho 
soil. 


RKPORT OF ROAD COMMITTEE. 
The special committee appointed to 


investigate the expenditures, of tl'o 
funds of the Covina road district made 
a report which is published below In 
full. 
By request, J. L, Mottor, road 


overseer, was present to answer any 
question that might be asked. 
The 


committee seemed to think that too 
great a portion of the road money 
was spent for supervision. Mr. MoUor 
stated, however, that an investigation 
would show that not a cent In excess 
of what the law allowed him fir his 
services had ever been collected f.ir 
supervision. Mr. Thorpe, president of 
the club, thanked Mr. Motter 'or his 
presence and willingness In nn>wor- 
Ing (he questions of the committee. 


The report follows: 


To Covina Farmers' Club: 


Your committee to whom was re- 


ferred at our last meeting the matter 
of expenditure of road taxes for th« 
Covina district, would respectfully re- 
port that we called at tho office of the 
county auditor and the accounts of 
the road districts were placed at our 
disposal. 


We found that the road district did 


not participate in the distribution of 
delinquent taxes when paid, tmt only 
in those paid before delinquency—a 
peculiar condition of law, which oper- 
ates decidedly against the country din- 
tricta. 


The moneys placed to the credit, of 


tho Covina road district during the 
past three years have been as follows 


1906-7, $3682.41. 
1007-8, ?4295.99. 
1008-!), $4827.00. 
To illustrate the method of expendi- 


ture we cite the payments* for the 
year rm.ning from Aug. 17, 1!)OH, to 
Aug. 1'i, 10o!>.

The arrest was 
made by Deputy Sheriff Mathewson 
in the First National Bank, Oakland, 
and it came after weeks of constant 
search for the man who has spread 
terror among ranchers and owners of 
live stock and has puzzled the police 
of the entire state. 
METHODS ARE 
BUSINESSLIKE. 


The absolute calmness and busi- 


nesslike precision with which Gilroy 
.carried on his operations is a revela- 
tion to the officers. 
He declared yes- 


terday that he could walk into any 
corral at any hour of the night and 
steal as many horses as he pleased, 


were traced to Los Angeles. 


After stealing the mules Gilroy pur- 


chased a wagon from the 
Hawley- 


King company, paying a deposit of 
$20 on it and giving notes to cover 
the balance due. Gilroy hitched up 
his mules and drove to San Diego, ar- 
riving there October 
11.

out M. D. Goodbody, a contractor of 
the southern city, and after making 
several attempts to put his mules to 
work finally made a sale to Goodbody, 
taking in payment a sight draft for 
$975. This draft was to be presented 
in Oakland last Saturday.

he made an agreement with Goodbody 
to get him a full carload of mulos, 
although it is believed Goodbody wis 
absolutely ignorant of the source of 
Gilroy's supply.

rarlous times horses that are appar- 
ently prodlglea of mathematical insight

solutely know ttwt no animal can so 
much as count at all. Furthermore. It 
Is always the horse that performs 
these marvels, though the horse ts tb» 
most utterly, stupid of all the dumb

always taken to be made Into an arith- 
metician.

Press the proper 
button, and lie tnkes a sponge anil 
rubs It over a certain spot on a black- 
board or picks up a card lying In a 
certain position. That Is all he does. 
The meaning of the act exists for the 
spectator only.

the answer to a problem In addition, 
the card beaYs the reply to u question, 
but the horse does not know it. 
He 


merely follows a blind habit, just as 
he will stop when you say "Whoa!" 
though you Interpolate the word Into 
your recitation of the Declaration of 
Independence.—McClure's Magazine.
